SeeroN 1. That the register of deeds of Renville countles to tran-
county, and also the register of deeds of Watonwan *b*
county, in the State of Minnesota, each one for his own
county, are hereby authorized to transcribe all instru-
ments and writings pertaining to real estate in their
respective counties, from the records of the county or
counties to which the said counties of Renville and
Watonwan are now or have been attached for judicial
or other purposes.

Sec. 2. That said instruments and writings when so
transcribed by the register of deeds of each of the
counties before named, shall be deemed to be the re-
cords of and be the propert.y of the counties to be af-
fected thereby respectively. And ‘each register of
decds shall receive as compensation for transcribing
the said instruments and writings pertaining to real
estate in his respective county the same fees as he
would be entitled to by the statute for recording the
same, if the same had been presented to him for that
purpose ; and said compensation shall be paid him by
the commissioners of his county,

‘W. Brunson,” juetices of the peace, and by H. Jackson
and others, is hereby directed to be filed by the regis-
ter of said county in his office, and, when so filed.is to
be a public record, and the said register is also direct-
ed to record said plat and certificate, and such record
is to have the same effect as other public records, and
certified copies thereof shall be admissible in evi-
dence in all courts of this State, as well as said origi-
nal plat and the record thereof.
